Comment: The three choices under consi- 
deration reflect a sharp slfit in British military thinking. Britain has in the past insisted on maintaining the Suez Canal base because 
it was considered beyond the area which Soviet forces might overrun 
in the event of war. 

Alexandretta has an excellent natural 
harbor, while the port of Haiifa would need substantial expansion. 
Britain probably would encomnter political difficulties in establishing a strategic base in Israel or Iraq.
